Genoa, April 21.— R ussia a g r e e s to 
recognize bo th th e p r e - w a r a n d w a r 
debts, inc luding thos e of the C za ris t 
an d the K e r e n s k y govern m ent, and to 
discuss p r o p e r ty rights of fo re igne rs 
within h e r border. 
In e xc hange for 
this she d e m a n d s deju re recognition, 
an d a loan. 
This is the official reply of the So­ 
viet delega tion pre se nte d to the allies 
this aftern oon. 
T h e political comm is sion of the Ge­ 
noa c onfe rence, to whom this reply 
w as sent, ac cepted it, as a “very h o p e ­ 
ful basis for re sum ption of its d i s c u s ­ 
sions.” 
A c o m m ittee of ex pert s has been 
app oin ted to consider 
the 
R u s s i a n 
note. 
T h e re p ly stated very definitely 
th at R ussia would recognize th e C z a r ­ 
ist an d K e r e n s k y debts only no on the 
condition th a t th e Soviet g o v e rn m e n t 
w as afforded th e official recognition 
g ra n t e d its predeces sor. 
Unless R u s ­ 
sia is officially accepted as a s o v e r ­ 
eign state, it c a n n o t pay the debts, 
the note said. 
One of t h e m o s t im p o rta n t te nta tive 
co ncess ions m a d e w as that, co n c ern in g 
p ro p e r ty rig h ts in Russia. 
T ho R u s ­ 
sian note suggeste d th it this could 
be discu ssed by the political c o m m is ­ 
sion, an d a basis work ed out for m u ­ 
tu al concessions. 
T he R u s s i a n reply, which w a s c o n ­ 
sidered for over a week by the dele ­ 
gation, 
covered 
tw en ty 
type w ritte n 
pages. 
G enera l a c c ep tan ce of the te r m s laid 
down by th e allied ex pert s at L ondon 
covered th e first half pag-* of the note. 
T h e r e m a i n d e r of the docum ent w a s 
a r g u m e n ta tiv e. 
T h e R u s s i a n rep ly says R ussia will 
recognize h e r p re - w a r debt provided 
both de bts a n d intere st are “w iit te n 
d o w n ’’ and R u s s i a is given im m ediate 
financial help. 
R u ssia c o n te n d s th a t h e r c o u n t e r ­ 
claims sh o u ld be recognized. 
F o re i g n 
financial help is absolutely essential 
to r e c o n s tru c tio n of Russia. 
W ithout 
this help for re construction of R ussia, 
then she c a n n o t burde n h e r people 
with debts which they c a n n o t pay.

No other 
great religious body has ever chosen 
a woman for its president.

and received from Congress favors and immunities which have 
made them fabulously rich and bred in many of them the belief 
that government exists primarily for the purpose of protecting and 
increasing their private wealth. 
Corruption, bribery, and graft 
are the inevitable results of the undue influence of money in poli­ 
tics.” 
This is the same history, by the way, that belittles the Con­ 
tinental army of the American Revolution, slurs Washington and 
other American patriots, and teaches Socialism and Radicalism 
generally. 
Of course such an assertion as here quoted has no 
place in any school text book, least of all in a history of the United 
States. It is a direct charge that Congress is and has been for 50 
years under the control of big money interests, and therefore 
subject to “corruption, bribery and graft.” 
Such a charge is an 
audacious falsehood. 
Every member of the House of Representatives is elected by 
a majority of the voters in his distract of mon* than 200,000 peo­ 
ple, and every Senator by a majority of the voters in his state. 
Therefore it is to the interest of every member of Congress to do 
what his people want him lf) cif). 
It follows that practically every 
vote cast in the Senate and House is tho member’s interpretation 
of tho wishes of his constituents. 
If the votes have sometimes 
seemed to favor the capitalists, and at other times labor influences, 
and at still other times the interest of agriculturists, it is because 
the people back home approve of that course. 
The government 
at Washington is a government by the people through their rep­ 
resentatives. 
That is what the fathers of the country intended 
it should be. 
If you trace to its source every charge that Congress is im­ 
properly influenced by capital or anything else*, you will find that 
it originates in the mind of a radical, who would probably like 
to see our form of government discarded and one more to his own 
revolutionary liking set up.

THF TONNAGE IAX INJUNCTION 


T h e A R G U M E N T S in the matter of the petition of a number of 
Northern Minnesota mining companies, for a permanent injunc­ 
tion restraining the state from making collections under the new 
occupation or iron ore tonnage tax law passed by the last Legis­ 
lature, will he heard in the United States District Court in St. Paul 
on Monday next, 24th inst. 
The 'bearing was to have taken place 
April IO, but was postponed to April 24. 
A temporary injunction 
has already been granted. 
The tonnage tax question, which involves millions of dollars 
and effects a leading industry in the northern part of the state, is 
a very important one to all residents in this section, and the 
result will be awaited with keen interest. 
However, it is probable 
that whatever the findings of the court may be, the case may be 
carried to the Supreme Court before it is finally Mettled. 
In order to make the way clear for the next Legislature, should 
^he law fail in the courts, a constitutional amendment permitting 
a tax on the occupation of iron ore was enacted and will be sub­ 
mitted to the voters at the general election in November next. 
The proposition is now before the courts and it is hoped that it 
will end there.

W e BELIEVE no man in the country is more strongly opposed to 
war than President Harding, and no man is less likely to let us 
drift into war. 
When, therefore, after careful investigation, lie 
gives Congress his opinion as to the minimum figures under ex­ 
isting conditions necessary to the national defense, he should be 
given every man and every dollar that he asks for. 
The neglect of previous Congresses to provide reasonably 
for contingencies has cost this country billions of dollars and 
thousands of lives. 
For the present Congress to refuse to make it 
possible to adequately train our reduced navy by practice is to 
provide for the destruction of both ships and sailors by the enemy 
if war dees come. 
To refuse to appropriate the moderate sums 
necessary to maintain for some years an adequate staff of officers, 
such an enlisted force as the President deems necessary in any 
emergency, and summer training of a small force of civilian re­ 
serves, is to needlessly endanger the life of the nation. The Presi­ 
dent’s recommendation is upon greater responsibility than rests 
upon Congress, and he is better informed than Congress can pos­ 
sibly be.
